Ablest of All Living 


Orientals.

SHANGHAI. China, Dec. 9.—Though 


the rebellion Is in no sense of the word 
ov?r, 
t:i»; Manclius after ruling China 


winr-o ir,-io liave boen swept from power, 
fine! no matter which side Is cro'.vncd vic- 
tiir. hpnc<'fortli the Chinese will rule their 
ov/n country. This paradoxical statement 
Is explainc'l by tho 
ndjcct 
manifesto 


granting absolute power to the national 
nsyembly, a governing body 
of 
native 


Chinesn. and by the appointment of Yuan 
Shih Kill, a Chip.o.se, as premier, with a 
Chinese cabinet ana the distribution of 
tho army and navy under Chinese officers. 
The fjj;ht at present, while1 it appears 
on tho surface to be between the Man- 
chus and tho rebels, is, in reality, 
strujr^lo between those Chinamen who 
favor a republic nnd those -who favor a 
re.strlctec'. monarchy, ns the best moans 
of rejuvenating the empire. It is not 1m 
probable that the negotiations between 
Yuan Shih Kai, premier and exponent of 
a. restricted monr.i-chy, and 
General U 


Yuan Hung, leader of the 
rebels and 


champion of a republican form of govern- 
ment, will terminate the struggle within 
tl,o next 1'e\v weeks. 


ABLEST LIVVNG CHINESE. 


Yuan Sliih Kai, by many able judges 


conssi<lered tile ablest living Chinese, Is 
the prc-inier. Before throwing his strength 
to tlie Manciius, who only a. iew years 
agn .stripped him of all power and sent 
'nim into retirement., lie in turn stripped 
them of power a.nd sent them Into re- 
tirement, 
lie has 
surrounded 
himself 


•.vilh able lieutenants, all Chinese so far. 
The jjrince recent In a most extraordin- 
ary edict has on behalf of the baby em- 
peror renounced ull power and at the 
same time conferred that power" upon the 
national assembly. 


Thin edict is the most remarkable doc- 


ument in tho history of China. 
To any 


one familiar with Manc-Im character and 
espc<:lu.l'y v.'ilh the. prou<l and. Imperious 
character of the ruling classes, it will be 
all the more amazing.

IN POWER ONCE MOFtE. 


This isn't the first time Yuan has hum- 


bletl the present clique of Marichu princes. 
For years, w'.if-n the old empress dowager, 
Tsl An, and tho young emperor who died 
three years a£o, were ruling1, Yuan was 
in power In Poking. 
Acting in concert 


with tho famous old empress dowager he 
Icept the little Manchu princes off the 
payroll—actually, they are penniless and 
powerless. 
But the death of the em- 


press dowager and the emperor caused a 
swift change. 
The present regent and 


his son, the baby emperor of today came 
Into power. The splendid body of Chinese 
that Yuan had placed in charge went out 
of office. Yuan, of course, at the head of 
them. Tho now powers-to-be hated Yuan 
and every one associated with him. So 
a 
sleeping 
giant 
was 
being 
slowly 


aroused. 
China, with her indolent and 


infantile new rulers went back to sleep; 
It was a complete roverfllon. It was too 
complete; even China noticed it. 


The result was the upheaval at "Wu- 


chang. It found the whole Chinese nation 
In sympathy with it. The fact that the 
Chinese for onco were united spelled the 
end of Manchu rule and the throne was 
quick to realize it.

The grant- 
Ing of a. constitutional form of government 
with parliament, provincial assemblies and 
PCJ on, the spreading of railroads, tele- 
graphs and a modern postal service over 
the empire—all these things have tended 
to weld ths empire together, so that 
when the roblllon caine, the news spread 
fast to every part of Uio country. 


Tho 
revolutionary 
organization 
was 


ready nt all strategic points and the 
"turn-over" as the Chinese describe It, 
liy turning their palm up to palm down, 
was accompanied without bloodshed in 
city after city. The revolutionaries sim- 
ply notified the consular bodies where 
such existed, and tho Chineso officials, 
that they would take charge at a certain 
Jiour, and that foreigners would bo 
tvcny protection—and 
"when 
the 
hour 


came, they took charge. 
WROTE PROCLAMATION LONG AGO. 


As a samplo of their readiness It may 


be mentioned that the first proclamations 
nf General Li Tuan Hung, the rebel lead- 
er, guaranteeing safety to foreigners, ad- 
vising tho people to continue their busi- 
ness pursuits peacefully and without tur- 
bulence as though nothing were transpir- 
ing, and refusing to honor the government 
currency, wero written by him three years 
ago in Japan.

The 
atter, In view of the manifold and sharp 
Motions of the Ottoman states with all 
the imaginable open ana disguised pollti- 


t cal aims of neighboring powers, and in 
view 
of the 
complicated international 


problems arising from the motley racial 
composition o£ Turkey and her patronage 
over all believers in the Koran, would un- 
dertake obligations tho burden of which 
would be altogether out of relation to any 
possible benefit from the, connection, un- 
less, Indeed, the Porte wero to give its 
'partner very special geographical''or eco- 
nomic advantage, as Said Pasha expressed 
himself.

WILL CREATE FRICTION. 


"These, it is argued, Turkey .is not 


likely to offer to Great Britain in; return 
for the right to retain a shadowy suzer- 
ainty over two provinces of as little value 
as Tripoli and Cyrenaica. Therefore the 
Ottoman Empire" will reconcile itself tp 
the loss, but the effect,will be 'the crea-. 
tion of extensive friction surfaces be- 
tween Italy on the one hand, and France 
and England on the other, owing to the 
change In territorial distribution .in the 
Mediterranean. 


"Moreover, the Consulta will have to 


think of a military backing against her 
two rivals on the sea, -which she will 
hardly seek elseyhere than ill Germany 
and Austria-Hungary, Consequently, In- 
stead of loosening the.'ties ot the TripUce, 
the war will rathar strengthen ths All(- 
&nco and bind Its members aU the closer 
together. 


"Italy's two partners will find It neces- 
sary to Increase their armaments, and for 
Germany tha much-discussed -armored 
cruiser problem will become a burning 
one. As for Turkey, It Is quite conceivable 
that her enemies of today will.hold out 
their hands to one another. The role of 
reconciling mediator would naturally fall 
to Germany, and from that would result 
the possibility of a satisfactory solution of 
a problem so important for the, entire 
Oriental policy, namely, that of establish- 
ing In the Mediterranean a position of 
international equipoise In place ot the 
present one-sided, preponderance of the 
Entente .powers." 


OBJECT'OF THE WAR. 


It Is not believed here that success -will 


attend the efforts of the powers to se- 
cure the localization of the Turop-Itallan 
•war to the African coast-line or hinter- 
land. The object of.war Is to force upon 
the loser a peace, advantageous to the 
victor. .But If Italy were confined to war- 
fare In Tripoli, which Is already costing 
millions of francs a day, Turkey, spend- 
ing nothing there. Is in a position to re- 
fuse the terms of^peace demanded for an 
indefinite period, during which the exis- 
tence of an open sore would threaten the 
peace of mind of all European ; nations, 


force '.'peace, upon Turkey by , attacking 
more Vital.points of the Ottoman Empire 
than-Tripoli, the fatal Eastern question 
is raised .again, and the world, .as crys- 
tallised after the Napoleonic .upheaval by 
the 1815 series of treaties, is once more 
in a state, of'solution. Under such condi- 
tions, anything might happen. 
- 


.TURKEY SEEKS COMPENSATION. 
In Russia tho press Is urging on the 


government the view that1 Turkey is seek- 
ing compensation for the loss of Tripoli 
in the disputed territory on 'the Turco- 
Persian frontiers about Lake Urmia. Hus- 
isian agents have recently been over ths 
'ground, and in concert have carefully in 
vestlgatea 'Turkish.-.proceedings .there'. In 
official circles no apprehension whatever 
Is felt as to Turkish ; intentions In that 
region at present because the number of 
Turkish troops sent thpre from tlrne to 
time is small, in .any.'case. Russia will 
nevor allow '.Turkey- to establish herself 
on Persian territory, for the simple rear 
son that tha position outflanks all the de- 
fenses of Russia's southern frontier." And 
Russian opposition to the Turkish, attempt 
at aggrandisement. Is folly' supported by 
England. 


- GREAT UNREST IN BELGIUM. 
Although ths'Belgian press has been 


displaying great caution In Its comments 
on the Franco-German, settlement regard- 
ing: Morocco, I am in a position' to state 
that the clauses of the arrangements re- 
lating to the Congo and Ubaiigho arp 
causing great d|squlet in the Belgian of- 
ficial world. 


Belgian statesmen are fully convinced

The.latter's refusal to assent to any 


change in.the status of the Congo, with- 
out consultation of all the powers 'wljo 
signed the Berlin treaty concerning the 
Congo basin, Is not considered In the 
least reassuring. It simply transfers tp 
tha European concert the question •as to 
whether France Is to .be allowed at any 
time to part-with her right of pre-emp- 
tion over the Belgian Congo, and accord- 
ing to the views held here such .a queSr 
tlon should ,not even be raised, as' the 
fight was only granted to France peyr 
sorally. In exchange for equivalent ad- 
vantages, and as a. favor untransferable 
to any third power.

Belgian 
territory, the kaiser's government'would, 
In case .of victory, exact tho Belgian Con- 
go as one of its prizes, as a punishment 
for the opposition, 'Belgium 
would 
be 


bound by her. duties as a neutral state to 
offer the invader.

ALBERT'S KINGDOM WOULD ESCAPE. 


Military experts in Belgium are 'con- 


vinced that if Belgium's defenses are

ENGLAND FINDS NEED 


OF HOME INDUSTRIE5 


Necessities of Life Must Be Raised/ 
on Holme Soil, Contention of Those 


Who See War Coming in Future

LONDON, Dec. 10.—Now that thef Brit- 


ish navy is no longer strong enough to 
pi-event an enemy from seizins food trans- 
ports hi time of/war, tile 'English people 
are waking up to the fact jthat unless 
they are able to produce at least some of 
the necessities of life on'home soil, they 
are vary apt to find themselves -in an em- 
.barrassing position one of these fine days. 


Strong efforts are being made all over 


England'to-Induce .the farmers to culti- 
vate the soil and large donations are 
given to bacon factories. 
The govern- 


ment is encouraging poultry farming and 
lately an agitation, has been begun to cul- 
tivate sugar on a larger .scale. 


In Bristol the old industry of sugar 


refining is soon to Ibe revived, sugar hav- 
ing doubled during the last few years. 
Tha Britsol Sugar 
Company has 
just- 


leased a., site at Avonmouth for, the erec- 
tion of a large refinery and :a capital of 
$1,250,000 has been raised. 
The new re- 


finery is expected-to turn otj't 50,000 tons 
of sugar a, year. 
; _^ 


COTtON EXPERIMENTS. 


A-report just issued by -the -Interna- 


tiona! Association ' of Tropical .'Agricul- 
ture contains reports from a number of 
regions where experiments in. cotton grow- 
ing have been- carried with excellent" re- 
sults. 
These reports ahow that i there is 


no reason why Great Britain should con-, 
tinue to rely on the United States for her 
supply of cotton, as there are vast- areas 
In the colonies where superior cotton may 
be produced at a very much lower cost 
than'in America. 
" 


An established cotton industry Is al- 


ready to be found in Nigeria, and Ugar- 
da is rapidly becoming a producing region. 
In fact the statistics justify -the expecta- 
tion that . the industry in Ugarda will 
rapidly expand. Favorable conditions for 
cotton growing have been, proved to exist 
in certain portions of British East. Africa, 
Rhodesia, and in various- localities within 
the.hoi-dors, of the'Union of South Africa. 
The principal necessity for'the develop- 
ment of the Industry in these countries Is 
capital and the provision of ginning facili- 
ties. 
• 
' 


In Queensland, the cotton-growing in- 


dustry has suffered many vicissitudes. It 
was in a flourishing condition about 1850, 
when the United States Civil "War- serious- 
ly curtailed the output from North Amer- 
ica, 
but it gradually: declined until 1887,

tously or otherwise, in missionary schools 
or residence abroad, have come in contac 
with western education; merchants ant 
others who have found western learning 
of advantage tor purposes of trade; th> 
discovery that the indigenous system o: 
education lacks certan of tho real and posi- 
tive values of western learning; foreign 
physicians; the example .of Japan,'the gen- 
eral iniluence of the missionaries. 


JAPAN AIDS EDUCATION. .

has the government formally acknowledged 
western education. 
A government ex- 


amination was held in Peking in 1906, to 
bestow degrees on Chinese foreign stu- 
dents! In the list of questions then of- 
fered wo see a curious mixture of the 
East and tho west: 


"Define philospohy and distinguish it 


from science and ethics." 


"Explain tho following systems of phi- 


losophical thought: 
Dualism,

"How would you classify, according to 


tho western method, the following Chinese 
philosophers, Chuang Szu," etc. 


"Expound fully Mill's four methods of 


Induction and mention some of the scien- 
tific discoveries and inventions which may 
be directly traced to them."

next question turns tho mind of tha stu- 
dent back to his own classics; "'Write an 
essay on this text, 'To respect those In au- 
thority, to love one's kin, to Venerate one's 
tlders and to segregate the sexes, these 
are principles which will a.bide for all gen- 
erations."

sponsible to the Kaiser and not to tne 
Reichstag:. 


Now German statesmen of nearly 


all parties are fast reaching an agree- 
ment that the ministers of the Em- 
peror should be responsible, not to 
the Kaiser in last resort, but to the 
Reichstag1. 


Their convictions do not grow out 


of lack of confidence in the Kaiser's 
general judgment or a belief that his 
policy is seriously biased by prejudice 
or passion. 
The principal advocates 


of 
ministerial 
responsibility to the 


Reichstag are second, to none in prais- 
ing his firm stand for peace through- 
out his reign and his Intense desire to 
serve his people. 


Developments of the last few years, 


however, have made clear to thought- 
ful Germans the. expediency of broad- 
ening the foundation of government, 
-.vhlch, as the Cologne Gazette says, 
ought not to be or io suggest in these 
modern times a pyramid resting on its 
apex.

^rfmen are the sentinels who stand be- 
•tween cholera and' this country. 
Dr. 


TDoty is really in charge of the fight, 
Dr. Wyman and the government au- 
thorities co-operating, but should Dr.

"We need have no reason to be 


fearful of Asiatic cholera in this coun- 
try in these days," remarked Dr. Doty 
recently. 
"Any plague," he continued, 


"could readily be mastered in any of 
our cities, even, after it had gained a. 
foothold; but we watch for it and 
almost always manage to prevent its 
entrance. 
We have advanced in san- 


itary regulations, and, far more im- 
portant, we now have the real co- 
operation 
of, the great mass of the. 


people. That's what the British Gov- 
ernment lacks most in India. 


"I have known that cholera was 


coming to this country," he went,on, 
"since 1900—for about eleven years. 
It exists in India, always. 
There, 


thore is no sanitation. Filth and pov- 
erty prevail, along with ignorance,' 
hence the country is the home 
of 


plagues. They cannot be stamped out 
because the natives, in their ignor- 
ance, have no confidence in the..sci- 
ence of the British ofRefiials and: do 
not co-operate with them. Their re- 
ligious festivals, . vast gatherngs of 
filthy people at unsanitary places, are 
the 
breeding 
spots 
of .epidemics. 


From such centers spreads the chol- 
era. 
. 


"Up to this time the natives of In- 


dia have looked' upon the efforts of 
the British sanltationists .to . flg-ht Jihe 
filth which calls the plague to these 
great concourses as attacks on their, 
religion, and have bitterly opposed 
them. 
They regard the plague as a 


direct act of the Almighty, and will 
not help prevent it. 
Hence, it never 
utterly dies out among them, and, 
when conditions happen to be favor- 
able there, 
it 
springs 
up fiercely, 


spreading thence .to ' other countries 


•where conditions favor it. And chief 
of thesejis Russia, also a. land of filth.. 


"Cholera will not get by the medi- 


cal officers' at thfi or any port, in .the 
United States; I 'think, anu'if it does 
no epidemic will occur. .; We under- 
stand .the disease thoroughly, and, as 
I have said, it has lost .all, or nearly 
all, its terrors. Nevertheless, .we are 
taking no, chances. ' 
We are very 


careful, and we never trust the state- 
ments of ships' doctors. Every case 
of illness, of whatever sort, 'upon 
those reported 111 o£ non-contagious, 
ailments, such as rheumatism, for ex- 
ample, are Investigated. 


"An Ignorant ship's surgeon might 


easily mistake a case of cholera in 
the early stages for mere diarrhoea. 
Specimens are taken from.-each pa- 
tient afflicted, and the ship which 
brings .the cholera 
in 
is 
detained 
while a minute'investigation'is con- 
ducted." :If there are' suspicious - de- 
velopments we grow a culture'with- 
out delay, and hpld the. ship for. this. 
"I-have three men in.'the\, labora- 
tory night and day, ready, to investi- 
gate whatever..'Co'mes .along. 
In one 


of the ships that. I am holding, now a 
diarrhoea-patient,on the ship aroused 
suspicion, and the first bacteriological 
examination (microscopic) ' strength- 
ened this. We" instantly decided then 
to grow the organism, and -a speci- 
men was placed in the laboratory, in 
a substance which would favor.rapid 
growth. We w.orked all night thus in 
the laboratories, and our work con- 
firmed our first suspicions-.: that, the 
man had cholera. . After this, .but not 
before, I made a. clinical examina- 
tion -which confirmed this finally. 


"The 
clinical 
examination would 


have been'-'quite useless, before we 
made the bacteriological examtnat-

penny per brake Uiarse-power hour. The 
engine supplies the driving power for a, 
weaving- factory, which employs Between. 
BOO and 800 workers. 
The peat Itself Is 


cut from a bog near Lough Neagh, dried 
in the open air in the ordinary way and. 
brought by water to Portadown, a cheap 
method of transit. 
At the factory the 
peat blocks are placed in~a feeding hop- 
per at the toe of the plant, from which. 
they jjass into a generator, where grati- 
fication of the fuel takes place by means 
of partial combustion. 
Crude 
gas is, 


formed and by means of an exhauster- 
fan the gas Is drawn off, cooled and pu- 
rified, and then passed Into a gasometer1 
from.-which it is' supplied to the gas en- 
gins as reciuired. The present plant re- 
places a coal gas plant, which was run 
at a cost of STO a week. The cost wltli- 
the peat plant is only ?30 per week, and, 
this Is further reduced by ?9 per week 
received for the by-productst principally 
tar. Thus this new driving power shows 
a we«kly saving of about 65 per cent, a,' 
very Important consideration.

It was prepared under the su- 


pervision of Dr. Cressy L. "Wilbur, chief 
statistician for v!ta( statistics, Census. 
Bureau. 
A summary, giving tho death 


rates for cities having a population of 
100,000 or over, with currespondlne rates 
for 1909, has already been Issued by tha 
bureau. 


The total number of deaths from all 


causes in 1910, as returned for all the 
registration cities, both in registration 
ind in nonregistration states, was 602,109, 
or a death rate ot 16.1 per 1000 popula- 
tion. Of tho total number, 400,305 deaths 
occurred in cities in registration states, 
while registration cities In nonregistra- 
tion states recorded 101,804 deaths. The 
death" rate for tho former, however, was 
15.9 per 1000 population, while for the lat- 
ter citica it was 16.8. These figures ore 
all exclusive of stillbirths.

highest death rate, 23.S, and Berkeley the 
lov.-est, 9.2.

"Tho Post Office Clerk," a

'tlonal Association of Post Office Clerks, 
In a recent issue publishes the /olio-wing" 
'article regarding- England's pension and 
posto.I system: 
1 A wave of alarm is passing through 
the civil service of the United States 
because of the development of a, policy to 
fither reduce the compensation or to ab- 
solutely remove the older employes. 
We shall expect to see much greater 
Interest 
s.nd 
activity 
manifested by 
^J'ncle Sam's army of civil service em- 
ployes in the effort now being made to 
Induce Congress to enact a civil service 
bill. 


At present our forces are divided and 
the minority is advocating a form of re- 
tirement that would cost the government 
practically no tiling, because the burden 
of support is to rest upon the employes 
In the form of deductions from salaries. 
The great majority of the civil service 
employes stand with our association in 
advocating a form of retirement without 
cost to the employe. 
> 
During the _ controversy that has been 
/precipitated we hear much -about the 
English system of pensioning: the civil 
ervice employes. 
A persistent effort is made to mislead 
Congress and to mislead our American 
civil service employes that the English 
system Is a'scontrlbutory system, or one 
maintained by the employes themselves. 
There is neither excuse nor foundation 
for -such misrepresentation. 
The Eng- 
lic*0^>ystem 
IB a straight civil' pension 
anty rhe employes do not contribute any- 
thtfiff. 
It is true that It is claimed the 
existence of the, civil pension Is .taken 
into consideration In fixing- the compen- 
sation of the employes. The element of 
so-called "deferred pay" lias been'wide- 
ly discussed. But the government did 
not recognize tho theory of "deferred 
pay." 


JUST BEEN AMENDED.' 


The English system has only very re- 


cently been amended. Under Its present 
operation an employe entering the serv- 
ice at age of 20 would be compelled to 
«Irc at a ge of GO. H Is pension would 


40-80 of his salary, or one-half pay. 
e pension is based on 1-30 of tho sal- 


ary for each year of service. 
In, the 


event of the death of the employe .be- 
fore reaching the age oC retirement his 
widow or" dependents receive the equiva- 
lent of one year's salary. 


We fail to soe anything in such a sys- 


tem that would not be welcomed by the 
civil service employes of this country 
and we fail to see anything in the Eng- 
lish system that could remotely Justify 
tho contention that it is a contributory 
system. 
Neither rlo we belleva that English 
salaries have been affected very greatly 
by the existence of the pension. 
The maximum-pay of a Ixmdon sorter, 
or distributer, as we term them, Is about 
S62 a month. A "very slight study of the 
difference In cost of living in England 
and the United States brings us prompt- 
ly to the conclusion that $62 a month 
In London is worth more than $100 a 
month on this side. 


TWICE AS LONG. 


-*1» the "London postofficc It takes more 
trran twlco as long to reach the maxi- 
mum as it does here. The- telegraph Is 
under 
government control in. England. 
The operators are under the same salary 
basis as the sorters. Clerks engaged in 
money order work; or other work than 
sorting are termed counter clerks. But 
the salary of all Is on the same basis. 
There aro many advantages enjoyed 


"ay 
the London clerks that could -be 
copied br this country to good effect. 
The clerkg enjoy a 48-hour per week" 
law, and when compelled to work In ex- 
cess of this time they receive time and 
<£ne-fourth for all overtime. 
They have 
a vacation period of more than twenty 
days. 
In the event of sickness their 
pay goes on just the same. Sunday work 
has long since been reduced to a mini- 
mum. 
Tho sorters have stools and at 
certain times are permitted to sit down 
to their work. 
T'ae force of the sorter 
ond counter clerks le largely recruited 
•from the postman or letter carrier force, 
for In England the latter force Sa not 
paid as much as the clerical force. The 
English postal system yields 
a 
very 
handsome profit each year. 
Surely some of these 
humanitarian 
considerations could be copied to ad- 
vantage by our own government ana 
applied to our postal service.

To 
be competent in this kind of -work is to be something 
of an .artist. Besides, the companionship of dogs, 
both for the maid and the owner, has many compen- 
sations. A good kennel maid, you know, must under- 
stand the temperament and temper of the dear things, 
know just how to feed and bathe them 
and what 


kinds of soap, brushes and perfumes to use. On my 
last visit to this country my dogs' maid got seriously,;- 
ill and I was "in a constant worry about my three 
valuable pets.' I could not get a girl in this country 
to attend to their wants and would not employ a man..

The latter took Nye and himself one after- 
noon for a drive through Golden Gate Park. Bierce's 
flow of language ran along for the entire trip out and 
back. 
Riley in telling of the ride said: 


. "Bierce was to take us "riding in the park. After 


we had been riding for quite a while. Bierce said to us: 


"'What did you think of'our park?' 
" 'Why, have we been there, Bierce?' both Nye and 


myself cried in. unison. We were so intent on listen- 
ing to what he said we failed to notice when we were 
going through it."

BanKers TaKe Sides 


The recent diatribe of Superintendent of Banks 


Williams against Alden Anderson, his predecessor 
and the firs.t man to fill that office, does not appeal 
to bankers. The new banking law of California had 
just gone into effect 
when Anderson 
was 
made' 


Superintendent of Banks. Everything was new and 
there were dozens of things which 'the new measure 
required of all banks and trust companies. To get 
the new machinery into working order required time. 
Anderson was hardly in the position two years. There 
are still some things .about the law which even lri.s 
successor has to smooth out. , He has not done so 
yet, through no fault of his. Because this is so, the 
bankers, who ought to and dp know the true situa- 
tion, cannot take stock in Williams' criticism of his 
predecessor. In all vital matters, Anderson, .they 
say, quickly had all banks complying with the law 
and established his new office on a working basis, so 
sound that Williams has not. materially seen fit to j 
alter it. Bankers point out that "the" national treasury 
department at Washington gives a State bank, wh.en 
it changes into a national institution, five years 
in 


which to comply with all the necessary details acconi-, 
panying such a transformation. 
Some similar con- 


dition was presented when the new State law required 
a lot of changes and new details in the internal 
economy and working of financial institutions .subject' 
to its provisions. Any man as Superintendent of 
Banks, they accordingly say, had to have time to get 
the new machinery in working .order. To criticise a_ 
man for that reason is, in their opinion, either to be 
insincere or foolish. 
.' 


In the Dry Countries 


Local option laws in many counties in Western 


States through which their overland trains'run 
are 


greatly bothering railroads and the Pullman Company. 
Some times train employes have to refuse Orders for 
drinks at meais because :the trains may at that mo- 
ment be running through a no-drink country. "At 
other times for "hours thirsty passengers cannot be 
served in the smoking rooms. Passengers who travel- 
frequently on these lines know just' when a long "dry 
period'' is coming and buy a flask for the pocket. 
But they are not many. So lots .of travelers grumble 
and employes'are afraid to sell because dry-county" 
officers are always on thei,,alert and punish quickly? 
and severely. A Pullman official -tells me the increase- 
in'the number'of dry counties is the reason why his 
company has stopped the sale,of .liquors on alfof its 
cars irhile they' are in Texas. ' The' Western immi- 
gration and-industrial -agent of.-Hill's Great Northern, 
Railroad has sent me one-of his circular letters, which 
states in part: 
' 
-' 


'/We have abolished .the sale 'of'Hquors "on all our 


trains. We found it impracticable to keep within'the 
law and our trainmen's lives were made unbearable 
by spotters for. the prohibitionists, so we concluded, 
to-: dispense with all liquor selling. Dry counties are 
sprinkled all along the lines of the road and changes 
from dry to wet and vice versa, by frequent county, 
elections have made it impossible for. trainmen to keep 


themselves .well enough informed to be assured that 
they "are within the law." 


Southern Pacific tra-ins ^for miles in Texas 
and 


Oregon have to keep strictly dry for the same reasons. 
And this ;holds good, in some spots in California. This 
companyhas not yet arrived at the point of stopping 
the-sales of liquors entirely on trains in Oregon and 
Texas, but has given the matter some consideration. 
Defending Tipping 


The'agitation againsf«tipping, which was recently 


given such an impetus T5y the formal protest of 
the 


National Association of Commercial Travelers, has al- 
feady had; two interesting and exactly opposite local 
effects. A number of the first-class barber shops on 
Powell and other streets have placed in their win- 
dows large white'placards -with the following words 
in big 'black letters':'' , 
... "Our barbers do not'expect tips from customers." 


A couple of months ago the Barbers' National As- 


sociation announced that the great falling off in the 
business of its members' shops was due in a great 
•measure'to the tipping .System. It advised members 
to -abolish tips and-' ther^y maintain a steady pat- 
ronage. This advice went unheeded here until a few 
days ago. 


On the other hand, the San Francisco section of 


the International Geneva Association of Hotel 
and 


Restaurant Employes has issued a circular defending 
the tipping system. One of the .'reasons set 
fqrth 


sounds rather peculiar, to say the least, in view of the 
stand being taken by some of'the. barbers and theiiv 
customers against'the system. The. reason in'ques- 
.'.tion that the circular mentions, is-^as follows in part:'

.place,him under, bonds. Years ago..he.had a dishonest.

His method was to gum the sole -of one of his shoes, 
to which he would stick, a $20 gold piece several times.

, bilt is enjoying a royalty on both inventions from the 
Southern Pacific, -.and also from other roads which 
are using; them. His life and character, as contrasted 
with Alfred's career, readily make people see what 
a great mistake the father made in substituting the 
latter for the former as the head of the house. The 
mother has since become reconciled to her oldest boy, 
but still refuses to recognize the woman who has 
made him a loyal, splendid wife. 


William K. Vanderbilt is the younger brother of 


.-the late Cornelius Vanderbilt. 
Friends , of, his here 


say he-is much pleased at the., way his,, two sons 
are showing an ambitious spirit like their 
cousin, 


Cornelius, and are devoting themselves to the'duties " 
of their positions-'with the New York Central road, 
in which all of the Vanderbilts -are largely interested, 
but not'to the same extent as was the founder of the 
family and the creator of the road. 


William K.'s two sons are Harold and William 


K. Jr. 
The former is learning the routine of , the 


executive department of the company. The latter is 
•a vice-president under the eye of President Brown. 
Harold is the' brie who is reported engaged to Eleanor 
Sears, the athletic society woman of ..Boston. Willie 
K. Jr. is the husband of the-former Birdie Fair of 
this city. They are living apart but are not divorced. 
The husband is represented as a model of propriety 
these days. Whether they will ever become reconciled 
again is purely a matter of guesswork. 


.Those in a position-to be fair judges of-the situa- 


tion do not-think any of the present Vanderbilts will 
ever step into the presidency of the New York Cen- 
tral, like'a couple of their forebears, because none of 
them gives evidence of a high enough order of ability 
for such a responsible post. But in that respect they 
are no different than the sons of most other powerful 
railroad fathers. James J. Hill's son,, Louis, is an 
exception to.the rule. He has "made good" as the 
Successor to. his father in the presidency of the Great 
Northern. So; is George Jay Gould a notable excep- 
tion. His son Kingdom, who was here recently, is 
said to promise well in this respect. 
Our National Anthem 


• All lovers of the classical in music are greatly in- 
terested in the centennary oPthe birth of Liszt, the 
German pianist and composer, which falls on Sunday, 
October 22d next. A San Franciscian who met Liszt . 
in the German town of Weimer in the early eighties 
recalls how he praised the Austrian national anthem,. 
"God Save Our Franz, the Kaiser," saying that, for 
sustained dignity and melody and beauty, it is the 
best of all national anthems, not even excepting that 
of Germany, "Die Wacht am Rhein." Haydn was the 
composer of the Austrian ' national song and Liszt' 
pointed out to the San Franciscan that it is the only 
national anthem ever written without the spur of war 
and rumors of war, for Austria was at .peace with the 
whole world when Haydn composed it. Liszt ex- 
pressed impatience to him that the national anthem 
of the United States, "America," or as he called it, 
"My Country,T'is of Thee," should not have had an 
original air instead of taking the air of the British an- 
them, "God Save the King." Liszt made no objection to 
the excellence of the British national song, but said" the 
eight or nine countries, including the United States, 
which had borrowed its air for their national songs, 
should have shown some musical originality in such 
important matters. Liszt was a great admirer of this 
country. On one Fourth of July, my informant states, 
several American students of Liszt presented him with 
a floral piece representing^ the stars and stripes. Liszt. 
was as pleased as a child with a new toy and kept it 
long after the flowers had faded. Liszt was subject 
to many attacks by German musical critics and he 
never hesitated to indulge in sarcastic flings at them. 
One evening at his apartments the San Franciscan 
was in.vited-to join in a game of whist.

Names for ihe Hew Schools. 
• 
. , (» 


Several new school buildings are to be erected shortly in Oak- 


land. It is planned that these buildings shall be permanent expres- 
sions of utility and beauty in combination. The new schools will 
''have to be named. It is to be hoped that the names of some of 
them will possess a 'distinctive flavor and have a local significance. 
' 
In every city in the country are to be found schools-named after 


Washington, Jefferson, Lincoln, Franklin, Lafayette and others 
celebrated in the annals of our national history. We do not intend 
to decry the custom of naming public schools after men who dis- 
tinguished themselves in the service of their country, but we desire 
to remark that the custom can be carried to an extent that excludes 
from such honor persons of special service and renown in the vari- 
ous local communities in which the schools are located. Local 
worth has a title to honor that should not be ignored. In giving 
names to the new schools let us-not forget those who have earned 
the grateful remembrance of the people of Oakland. 


•: One of the new schools should be named after Edward Rowland 


Sill and another after Colonel John Hays. They were men'who 
lived in this community, served it, and in their respective ways 
earned the respect of their contemporaries. Professor Sill was' at 
one time a teacher in the Oakland High School and afterward a 
member of the: faculty at-the State University.; He,.wasja scholar 
and a poet of talent; his verse has a rare quality of.sweetness and 
sounds a note of lofty humanity.- Professor Sill's memory is still 
fragrant in the memory of all who knew him. It would be singu- 
larly appropriate to name one of the schools after him. 


., Colonel Hays was a man of a totally different stamp, but he was 


none the less a valuable and worthy citizen. As a soldier he dis- 
tinguished himself in.the service of his country, and later in life 
gave an example of public spirit and civic pride which entitles him 
to' the gratitude of this community. He was .one of the founders of 
Oakland, and gave several public squares -to the city. • The county 
buildings occupy two of these squares; others are popular beauty 
spots and playgrounds. Yet not one is named after the donor. 
Colonel Hays also gave several congregations building sites for their 
churches, making no distinction as to faith and denomination. He 
allowed no sectarian prejudice or. bias to interfere with- his desire 
to' assist in giving this community the Christian character which is 
still its boast. The property Colonel Hays gave the city and the 
churches is now worth an enormous sum.- Surely such munificent 
gifts deserve the requital of remembrance. What fitter memorial 
can there be for such a man than a school bearing his name? 


In offering this suggestion THE TRIBUNE does not mean to 


imply that no others of local prominence are worthy ,to .have 
schools named after them. Professor Sill and Colonel Hays are 
mentioned as examples—partly because they have passed away arid 
were men of more than local celebrity.

Italy's Task in Tripoli, 


•A contemporary remarks that the Italians must be •••'undeceived 


by -this time if they thought Tripoli could be subjugated by taking 
possession of the coast towns. It goes on to say that Italy is faced 
with a long, harassing, intermittent war if she is-to complete .the 
conquest of the country and bring it under orderly control.,' 


. All this is true, but it is very unlikely that Italy should have 


been under any illusion as to the magnitude of the task before her. 
Tripoli is not far a\vay from Sicily, and.the Italian government must 
have been thoroughly informed as to the conditions existing and the 
obstacles to be encountered before she undertook to 'extend Italian 
dominion over that section of Northern Africa. Italy had the'ex- 
perience of England in the Soudan and France in" Algeria to instruct 
her. It took France more than thirty years- to complete the con- 
quest and pacification of Algeria,-"but her'final success is one of'the 
triumphs of modern civilization. It excites the admiration;of all 
travelers, and is. a proof of French "Capacity so .convincing that «ve'n 
Englishmen of the most insular soft'take off their hats to it. 


France has not only subjugated and pacified Algeria, but she has 


made it prosperous and productive. She has conquered the desert 
and made it to blossom as the rose. Railroads, ordinary highways* 
and irrig-ation works have been-Jniilt; schools established;, and:, per- 
son and property made secure. Vast" areas' of- arid land have''been 
reclaimed and reduced to agriculture, and thriving colonies estab- 
lished.

OLD COLONIAL 
COINAGE 


The coins of the British colonies, al- 


though numerous and forming a highly 
interesting:' series, can boast of!'no great 
age. Tho principal reason for this is that 
England's entry Into the field of colonial 
expansion was comparatively a late one. 
Another reason was the Jealousy of the 
mother country in matters touching the 
royal prerogative. 
Ona of these matters 


was the very rigid preservation of the 
royal monopoly of coining. 


"It is to the purely cbmmerqial Bast 


Indian, company that we owe.the earliest- 
of our colonial coins," says the Illustrated 
London News. "These were struck at the 
royal mint in tho Tower of London in- 
1600; the license for their issue was "ob- 
tained after repeated application to the 
privy council, and even then only by the 
employment of gross flattery. 


"It was pleaded, that by permitting- the 


issue of these coins the name of Kllzabeth 
would be thereafter respected by' the 
Asiatics, and 'she be known as great a 
prince as the King: of Spain.' 
One side 


of these coins-bore the Tudor badge of s. 
portcullis; by reason of this device they 
were and are still known as Portcullis 
money. 
It was not till the time of the 


merrle monarch that. permission 
was 


granted for the establishment of a mint 
at Bombay. 
In later times furthr mints 


were established in Bengal, Madras, Cey- 
lon and farther India, 


"Of our African possessions the coins 


are few and uninteresting; most of them.! 
were struck In London, and the earliest 
of them, for Sierra Leone, bears the very 
recent date of 1791. . 
. 


"By far the most Interesting of only 


colonial coins are those of the NorU* 
American 
settlements. 
New 
England 


(Massachusetts) heads the roll of these. 
This state in 1651 issued 
a series of 


moneys—simple discs of silver of tho value 
of a shilling, sixpence and three pence 
stamped with the initials N. K. 
Thee« 


were followed, in 1652, by a more regular 
issue of coins bearing the device of an 
oak or a pine tree; 
: 


"Maryland must be credited with tfi« 


only artistic coins of the whole colonial 
series. 
They were issued by Cecil, Lord 


Baltimore, and were possibly struck from 
dies engraved by the celebrated medallist, 
Thomas Simon. To the time of George 1 
belongs the first regular colonial coinage,. 
a series known, as the 'Rosa Americana/j 
and finely produced by William Wood, the 
victim of the pen of Doan Swift" 


COLLECTOR'S REWARD 


The acquisitive spirit that resides in 


the collector of rarities often finds its 
outlet along strange lines. These are as 
unexpected in many instances as to ere., 
ato ironical comment among his friends. 
While most "of our modern collectors an 
In for money, the successful money mak- 
ers as a rule turn later to raro paintings 
or priceless objects do virtu. There are 
also those who pass over unconcernedly 
the long green for other material far 
more 
desirable in- their sight. . These 


items of their fond desire have a re- 
markable range, extending from postage 
stamps to brass andirons and decrepit 
doorknobs of recognized worth only to 
their proud possessors, who find' in them 
all the merits ascribed by a Fang can- 
nibal to his cherished fetich. 


But this admittedly harmless mania is 


not always without its pecuniary returns. | 
An aged cltlaen of Ghent, who died re- 
cently, left behind a collection of but- 
tons, toward the gathering of which ho 
had devoted the better part of his life: 
His supposedly worthless legacy was a 
cause for laughter until It was found 
that they bound together In unbroken 
sequence a long historical period.

Supreme Court Adjusts $250,- 


000 Land Litigation in 
Favor of M. P. Stein. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 9.—A,Suit that, 


has-been pending in court fourteen years, 
and -which had been decided five times in: 
Superior and -Supreme Courts, Involving' 
the title to a one-half interest in the' 
Archibald tract, comprising 9688 acres of 
fanning land in Madera county, valued at 
about $250,000, today was finally settled 
by the Supreme Court in favor of M. P. 
Stein.

The decision, -wr.ltten'by Justice' Shaw, 


gives Stein., title to the vast estate, and 
requires the estate of J. F. Archibald 'to 
pay him rents and profits. At the vari- 
ous trials .the testimony established that 
the profits were about $25,000 a year. 


In 1396 Archibald gave Stein an option 


on an undivided one-half interest in the 
entire tract at $4 per acre, amounting to 
538,000. "When, the day. arrived for Stein 
to make payment, Archibald left his home, 
In Madera, county, and ..traveled over the 
state under assumed, names, ..so that Stein 
could not find him. to make the tender. 
Stein did not make the tender until long 
after ^ the time mentioned in the option 
had expired.'..

The Supreme -Court holds that Archi- 


bald's efforts to evade, and circumvent 
Stein rendered an actual tender unneces- 
sary, and . as Stein .offered to pay - the 
money Into court he was entitled to his 
decree, notwithstanding: that the land ex- j 
traordinarlly increased In value. Stein's! 
interest.at the time" of tho purchase was 
worth only $38,0.00.

all city building fees, 
which were de- 


clared to be fines, Is demanded in a reso- 
lution adopted by tho conference commit- 
tee of Improvement Clubs at a meeting 
last evening. 


F. G. Martin started the action by ex- 


pressing his opposition to the building 
permit fee, which he declared to be a tax 
lhat should not exist. He asserted that 
It should not only be abolished, but that 
the first <year's taxes should not be col- 
lected from persons erecting buildings. 


Such a course, he held, would be an 


Inducement and would result in the erec- 
tion of many dwellings on la.nd that is 
now Vacant. He suggested that the or- 
ganization notify the City Council that 
the conference members 'are opposed to 
the building permit fee.. 


W. W. Idlng-s remarked that 
if

source of. revenue were abolished funds 
must be obtained in some-other way. 
llartln said the fee was opposed by 


many -people as unjust. He pointed out 
all the feos that confronted the Intended 
building of a residence—plumbing, sewer,

From Legislature to Get 


Necessary Statistics. 


(Contributed by the .Industrial Acci- 


dent Board.) 


Constitutional amendment No. 10 (on 


the ballot), adopted by the people of 
California on October 10 last,' does not 
in any way affect the Hoseberry liability 
law as It stands on the statute-books. 
It merely gave the. legislature power" to 
make such a law compulsory at some 
future time, but inasmuch as Governor. 
Johnson did not Include the amendment 
of that law In his call for an extra ses- 
sion the legtslaturen '. ow in session will 
have no power to alter or amend that 
law in any particular. 


But there arc things that this legisla- 
ture has been asked to. do that -may 
have 
an 
important 'collateral bearing 


upon the compensation '•jayr. ^Employers 
'generally are up In arms against the 
liability insurance companies on account 
of the rates charged; by them for In- 
^demnity coverage under the Boseberry 
law, 
but neither eiriploycrs, nor 
this 
board, nor the state insurance commis- 
sioner, nor the bureau of labor statistics, 
has any real information upon'Which to 
found an opinion in regard to what-such 
rates should be in order properly to:car- 
ry the burden and afford for the service 
performed a reasonable recompense to 
those who carry it. 
Many are • clamor- 


ous for state insurance without, ah Idea 
as to what it would: probably cost tho 
state to insure against industrial acci- 
dents. 


DATA ABOUT ACCIDENTS. 
To meet this need for exact ^nowledge 


the Industrial Accident Board [has asked 
the legislature, through Senator Rose- 
berry and others, to 'require tills board 
to . collect complete , data regarding all 
accidents that happen in California, dur- 
.ing the calendar year 19122, and,; that 
the board .may perform this service,-It 
has asked:;_the legislature to require'.every 
employer of labor m the state who lias 
an employe hurt by accident severely 
enough to cause a week's loss of Indus- 
trial time, to report the accident in full 
to this board. To make sure of getting 
full particulars, the statute, If enacted 
as submitted, will require every physi- 
cian treating such a case to report the 
particulars thereof to this board. 
In 


order to clinch the matter still further 
the bill-in q,uesttori*provldes that every 
.liability or ^casualty company doing busi- 
ness iri this" state report jsvery such ac- 
cident reported to: such companies, to- 
gether .with full particulars as 'to the na- 
ture and settlemen of all claims' against 
such companies for Indemnity for such 
injuries. 
When all this information Is gathered 


together, ' put Into Intelligible form' or 
tabulated,. the next legislature will have 
a basis, of fact to go upon in relation to 
the insurance issue, and also in relation 
'to such modifications or ariiendments to 
the ''R'oseiSerry r'law as ' :niay. be needed. 
One year's..history will .not Tie as good 
as ten 'years, .but will be a great deal 
better than no information at all, where- 
as now the only information that ex- 
ists is'In the hands of the casualty com- 
panies themselves, and that is confessed- 
ly Inadequate. 


One other piece of legislation is being 
asked for by this board, viz; power and 
authority to give publicity to all the in- 
formation it can get together bearing 
upon .compensation- to., injured ...employes, 
accident rjrevention and related subjects, 
to the 'end';that "the law .arid the'problem 
itlie law" h'as undertaken to deal with.

Besides 
the Orpingtons, there are the old stand-bys

than which no more beautiful bird exists. 


Having decided on the breed to keep, 
the next move will be to wrlta to several 
fanciers for prices on a-good pen.. The ad- 
vice of some .friend who understands the 
breed Is_a blessing at this time, but be 
sure that he really lcno\vs a good bird 
when he sees It. If .possible, visit 
the 
breeder's yards and choose

Not one person -.In -A:• hundred 
is satisfied with birds purchased before 
seeing them, because most ^breeders so 
over-rate their'Stock that the' birds they 
send out bear no resemblance to the birds 
'described. 
The result is discouraging to 
the buyer and disastrous to the reputa- 
tiouvof the seller.

need not ba expensive. 
A yard can be 
enclosed with cheap wire netting and a 
large dry-goods box turned on the side

Thfa box should be covered on the top and 
inside walls with tar paper, - being care- 
ful to leave tip cracks-to, cause a draft.

and Labor. It includes a sximmary glv^- 
Jng the number of trees, of both kinds, 
of bearing- and non-bearing1 age on farms 
on .April 15th, 1910, together "With the 
"number of boxes produced and the value 
thereof In 190D. It was prepared under 
the- direction of Dr. LeGrand Powers, 
oh fnf statistician for agriculture, Bur- 
eau of the Census. The figures are sub- 
ject to such revision aa may be neces- 
sary after a further examination of the 
original reports.
